ORDER: 


Whereas it was brought to the notice of the Government that, Sri 

V.Madhusudana Reddy, Retired Deputy Commissioner (Computers), O/o. 
Commissioner of Prohibition & Excise, Andhra Pradesh, Vijayawada, while in service, 
was involved in two disciplinary cases pertaining to liquor syndicate cases of Guntur 
and West Godavari Districts along with the other Prohibition and Excise officials. After 
conducting detailed inquiry, the Director General, Anti Corruption Bureau, in his report 
reference 1" & 2"° read above recommended to place Sri V.Madhusudana Reddy on 
his defense before the Commissioner of Inquiries in both the cases. 
2. And whereas after careful examination of the recommendations of the Director 
General, Anti Corruption Bureau, Government have taken a decision to entrust the said 
cases against him to the Commissioner of Inquiries in the references 3° & 4 read 
above. Accordingly, Charge memos were issued in the reference 5th & 6th read above 
against him. 


3. In the G.O. reference 7" read above, Sri V.Madhusudana Reddy was accorded 
sanction for provisional pension @75% (seventy five percent only) of normal pension 
entitled under Rule 52 of Andhra Pradesh Revised Pension Rules, 1980, as he was 
retired on 31.01.2019, pending finalization of disciplinary proceedings initiated against 
him. However, the payment of entire Death-cum-Retirement Gratuity and other 
pensionary benefits admissible to the above Retired Officer shall be kept in abeyance till 
the final orders issued in disciplinary proceedings pending against him. 


4. Aggrieved by the charge memos, Sri V.Madhusudana Reddy has filed 
W.P.No.12583 of 20219 & W.P.No.12584 of 2019 before the Hon'ble High Court of 
Andhra Pradesh. The Hon'ble High Court while disposing the said Writ Petitions has 
passed the similar orders dated 30.08.2019 directing to conclude the enquiries pending 
against him, within a period of three months from the date of receipt of a copy of this 
order, failing which the charge memos shall stand quashed. 
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ర్‌, Sri V.Madhusudana Reddy has again filed another W.P.No.30918 of 2021 before 
the Hon’ble High Court to release all the retirement benefits and the Hon'ble High Court 
in Order dated 25.01.2022 in W.P.No. 30918 of 2021 passed by the Hon’ble High Court 
was pleased to pass the following orders: 


“Accordingly, the Writ Petition is allowed, for the reasons alike in W.P.No.870 of 
2021 dated 29.01.2021. The respondents are directed to release all the 
pensionary benefits i.e., Full Pension, Retirement Gratuity, Encashment of 
Earned Leave and other benefits payable to the petitioner together with interest 
@ 12% from the date they became due by operation of the orders in 
W.P.Nos.12853 & 12584 of 2019, till the date of payment.” 


6. Government after careful examination of the matter and in compliance with the 
order dated 25.01.2022 in W.P.No. 30918 of 2021 read with orders dated 30.08.2019 in 
W.P.No. 12583 of 2019 & W.P.No.12584 of 2019 decided to implement the orders and 
hereby accord sanction to release all the pensionary benefits i.e., Full Pension, 
Retirement Gratuity, Encashment of Earned Leave and other benefits payable to Sri 
V.Madhusudana_ Reddy, Retired Deputy Commissioner (Computers), 0/0. 
Commissioner of Prohibition & Excise, Andhra Pradesh, Vijayawada together with 
interest @ 12% from the date they became due by operation of the orders in 
W.P.Nos.12853 & 12584 of 2019, till the date of payment.
